In 1946 Subject went to Bungaiy, disguised as a priest, and remained in 
that oountiy until the end of 1947* During this period, he was able to 
visit personally all the mezabore of the underground organization which he 
had previously set up* He went from town to tom strengthening the anti- 
Conaunist spirit of the people, while at the same time cautioning them 
against premature action* Subject 9 a personal experience during this period 
convinced him that, in the poet-tier period, the Hungarian people had 
undergone a profound transformation of character; they had learned, for 
one thing, the value of silence and discretion* Tangible proof of their 
discretion lay in the fact that Although Subject lived In H^ary for a

After return to Eastern Europe, Subject decided, in view of the 
United States 9 newly-established policy of resistance to the USSR, to 
offer his services to the Americans*.

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Subject's lack of success with a16 was due' primarily *to The "fact that 
the American had confided the direction of their IS, even for the 

Hungarian area, exclusively to former German officers of the Abwefir and 
SS* The Germans, who were both able anj prudent, launched a campaign 
of disparagement against the Hungarians of Subject’s group* They claimed 
that the Hungarians were man of low character, who would sell information 
for personal to any of ti;e occupation forces# It is probable that 
there were instances of such trafficking, but they were isolated ones, 
and the Hungarians responsible^ although officers^ were not former IS 
personnel.
